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Now Hear This ... 

Most parents, and I’m no exception, enjoy 
talking about their children. Children, big or 
little, supply us with topics of conversation 
which we use daily. My boy, almost nine, is a 
good example. Lately I have observed him in 
violent disagreement with some of his friends 
over the rules of the game they play. To him ' 
every game has a set of rulek everyone must 
follow without exception. Anyone not follow- 
ing the rules is a cheat. The above example 
could keep me talking for a week if I could 
find enough people to listen; however, it does 
bring up a point which I think we all should 
consider. How often do we judge other people 
by our set of rules? If their behavior agrees 
with ours, we like them and enjoy being with 
them. When this behavior or set of rules 
differs from ours, we tend to judge them and 
our emotions run high. Examples of this are 
not limited to two small boys in disagree- 
ment, each having his own set of rules. Con- 
sider such things as integration, the war in 
Vietnam, elections, the decision of a referee 
which can win or lose the game for your 
team, or pure oral instruction ias compared 
with our simultaneous method of approach. 
A person reacts to each of the above areas 
according to his own set of rules. Depend- 


ing on the outcome, he agrees or disagrees. 
At CSDR, in the last area mentioned, we 
feel that a simultaneous approach to the 
education of a deaf child is very important. 
The use of fingerspelling along with speech 
and speechreading has given us an added 
dimension of communication. Through the use 
of this educational approach we are dealing 
With a much more relaxed individual and 
because of this he is much more receptive 
to learning. Now consider this deaf child at 
home. What set of rules do you follow? Can 
you communicate with your child? Does he 
come to you with his problems? Is he able 
to express himself to you? Can you express 
yourself to him? For those of you who have 
very little communication with your children, 
I would say that it is time you reviewed your 
set of rules. 

Whereas the basic rules of life go on very 
much the same, year after year, the ground 
rules, from time to time, must be changed 
or revised to keep the people involved up to 
d’ate. It is generally acceptable for a primary 
aged deaf child to be taught and to live in -an 
oral environment, but to the child approach- 
ing adulthood, communication becomes more 
vital and every means possible should be 
taken to see that he is able to express him- 
self freely to others and especially to you, 
his parents. Some of you, having seen the 
need, have learned to fingerspell and talk 
at the same -time to your children. All reports 
indicate that you now have a much closer 
relationship with your children. To you 
parents who have not as yet learned to 
fingerspell, change your ground rules and fry 
it. You have nothing to lose and you may 
gain a much closer relationship with your 
child.
